Kiar Aduimim was founded by 
Antuna, the settement wing of Gush 
Emunim. It features, among other 
things, synagogue, find an 
elementary scliool affiliated to the 
stale-rcligions system. ¥et its cus 
rent seeretary is a barcheaded 
worn Who Woks as if she could fit 
in just as well ata secular kibbutz. 

In fact, Ora Plesov and her hus- 
bind, Rami, speat three years at 
Kibbutz Ein Gev before coming 
here, and she. like him, is still a 
Mapiinik and Labourite ut heart. 
She recounts the story of the carly 
days of Kfar Adumim with some- 
thing of the tender, nostalgic pride of 
un old-time kibbutanik. 


“THE CORE GROUP of 16 
families, including ours, moved in 
one night in September 1979, It was 
a ‘tower and stockade’ operation. 
We had to do it that way because we 
heard that the neighbouring Arab 
village of Anata was about to start a 
High Court action to stop us. Even- 
tually the court rejected the suit, 
because all this is state land, But by 
that time, we were settled, 

“At first, we lived In huts. Then 
each family started building its own 
house. By April 1982, there were,22 
houses. The mortgages we get are on 
the lowest scale - the same as in 
Ma'aleh Adumim, which is consi- 
dered part of Greater Jerusalom. 
Today there are more thar 90 fami- 
lies, totalling some 400 people, in 55 
permanent houses.” 

The settlement has an industrial 
park, which includes a garage, car- 
pentry shop, pickling plant, hot- 
house, silversmith and factory for 
making desert coolers. There's also 
an equestrian club. 

“These are private businesses 
owned by residents," Ora explains, 
“The only cooperative venture is an 
olive orchard. One of our advan- 
tages is that according to our by- 
taws, only Jewish labour may be 
hired. The only Arabs who have 
worked here were those brought in 
by Jewish contractors to build the 
houses. We're interested in more 
investors and projects. Most of us 
still commute to Jerusalem to 
work.” :

LATER, in her home overlookj 
Wadi Kelt and the Allon Highway, 
as the desert cooler purred and she 
prepared sliced cucumber and 
cheese sandwiches, Oru averred that 
if the government ever decided to 
evacuate Kfar Adumini as part of a 
peace package, she would leave 
without making trouble. But she 
doubts that such a decision will ever 
have to be made, because the setile- 
ment she helped found is on the 
Jewish side in the Allon Plan. 

Her husband, Rami, speaks more 
like a firebrand and might well make 
trouble if such an unlikely evacun- 
tion ever loomed. Like not a few 
other life-long Mapuiniks, he turned 
into an advocate of the Whole Land 
of Isrucl in the wake uf the Six Day 
War. 

“Then, 11 years ago, at the age of 
46,1 decided it was time to move vut 
of Ramat Hasharon, about time (0 
do something for the cammon goad, 
and that meant something collective. 
We tried the Golan Heights, then 
Ein Gev. But 1 wanted to be in on 
something from scratch -- Ein Gev 
was tao established. 

“So we joined the core group 
here, with the understanding that I 
would work on the site as building 
and maintenance supervisor. 1 can 
say with satisfaction that my hand 
has been in everything you see in 
Kfar Adumim." 

Rami Persov, who says he’s the 
only Persov in the Israeli telephone 
directory, nlso says that everything 
west of the Jordan River belongs to 
the Jews. Archeology demonstrates 
it, and this was also what he was 
taught as a child in Mapai schools. 

Of course, there are some at Kfar 
Aduimim who say that the other side 
of the river as well belongs to the 
Jews, but for Rami these are only 
fine words, and he is content with the 
borders as they are. 

“If we're patient and strong, our 
cousins will eventually accept our 
claim and let us live in peace. Note 
that I say strong, not aggressive. ΠῊ 
take generations,” Rami says with- 
out a trace of impatience or despair. 
“In the meantime, there’s no need to 
be aggressive. For instance, the Be- 
duin trespass on our 12,000 dunams 
to pasture their goats. Some people 
here say they should be prevented, 
driven off. But in fact it’s allowed. 
We're not extremists."

Meanwhile, they are louking for 
few members. ‘The criteria. accond- 
ing to Eli Bar-Hai, originally from 
Los Angeles, are good character and 
the ability to contribute to the com:

“Maybe there are more families 
coming up the road to ask ques 
tions," she said. “They're atiracted 
by the idea of an alternate way of life 
outside the city. But thase wha really 
do something about it, who became 
candidate members, wha pul down 
roots, are still idealistic, like we 
were,” 

Her husband thought about this, 
and then corrected himself. “Yes, in 
order to live here you must still be 
able totakeapretiyhardlife." 0 
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WILLEAM NOVAK is a ghost. And 
amuch sought-after ghost as well. 

“T don't exnetly know how | 
should be described," he says, “but 
ghost seems all right. Sa docs editor. 
Collaborator has some unsavoury 
overtones, 52 I'm not fond of that. 
Newsweek referred to me as a ‘book 
ductor, but [ don’t think that term 
is very useful ~ it implies that some- 
thing's sick. What | do is help other 
peuple present their stories. If that 
means ['m the ghostwriter, then 
okay, | guess that will do."’ 

And Novak docs i exceedingly 
well. After producing three non- 
fiction books of his own, Novak was 
invited to assist a little-known 
chairman of a iroubled automobite 
firm in telling his life story. The 
substquent product, facecca, by Lee 
laeucea with William Novak, be- 
came ἡ publishing phenomenon. 

The book went immediately to the 
top of the U.S. bestseller list. stayed 
in the No. 1 position for a full year, 
became the top-selling non-fiction 
bauk of 1984 and 1985, und by the 
latest reckoning, bas sold 2.7 million 
in hardcover amd bout the same in 
paperback world-wide. 

Since then, the ghost has con- 
tinued [ὁ insinuate his spirit into a 
number of other major publishing 
projects. 

Mayflower Madam, by socialite 
brothel-keeper Sydney Biddle Bar- 
rows and William Novak, is current- 
ly occupying the No. 1 sare hrne 
bestseller position. On September 
10, Random House will publish the 
first 150,000 copies of Man of the 
House, the memories of retired U.S. 
House Speaker Tip O'Neill, with 
William Novak. And in September 
1988, Random House is to launch 
the autobiography of Natan Shar- 
ansky, which will benefit from 
Novak's editorial expertise. 

Yet for a man who has, figurative- 
lyapeaking, seen entire forests felled 
to accommodate his book sales, 
Novak is uncommonly modest about 
his acomplishments. 

“I don't think I have any special 
writing talent.” Novak told us the 
other day in Jerusalem after an edit- 
ing session with Sharansky. “The 
people I've worked with -- Lee or Tip 
or Sydney ~ they could have pro- 
duced their books with any number 
of writers. But I couldn’t have done 
the job without them. I have no 
illusions about that. So thosc books 
belong to Lee and Tip and so on. If 
they're good, it's because of the 
subjects’ stories, and how they tald 
them. 

“And this is especially true in 
respect to Natan's book, which I 
wish to stress Tam not ghostwriting, 
It's no secret that I've been asked to 
give some editorial assistance. But 
my name will not appear on the book 
with Sharansky’s. : 

“Essentially what's going on here 
is that Natan has written some 3,100 
pages of manuscript, and they have 
to be condensed to around 600. 1 
have to go over aspects of English 
with him (Sharansky's original Rus- 
sian having been transiated by the 
Hebrew University's Stefani Hofi-. 
man), and elicit certain things in 
terms of emphasis and clarity for 
Wester readers. But that's all." 


NOVAK'S disclaimers aside, the 
boyish 39-year-old native of Toronto 
must have more then just a kaack for 
helping people pul their stories 
across. Since wo don't often have a 


chance to converse with ἢ ghost, we * 


asked him to describe how he turned 
invisible, aud how he lias made such 
asuccess of it. ᾿ 

Well he suid, “between [980 
and (983 Fd produced three boaks. 
The first was High Cuifure: Mari- 
piana in the Lives of Amerivanis. 
Next I edited, along with Moshe 
Watdoks, The Big Beok of Jewish 
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Humour, Then I did a study called 
The Great American Man Shortage, 
which is about why women of a 
certain age and status in the U.S. 
have so much trouble finding suit- 
able men. 

“Now in one sense 1 was doing 
very nicely. But in terms of the 
return { was getting from the time I 
had to put into my books - well, it 
was 100 precarious. I was getting 50 
discouraged nbout the prospect of 
supporting a wife and two kids that] 
was about to give up writing, I was 
considering trying to sell my talents 
in the business world.” 

Novak smiled as he reminisced. 
“Then [ got a call from an editor who 
asked meif I'd tike to help a business 
executive write his book. J figured it 
must be Armand Hammer. He was 
the only big businessman I knew of. 
When t was told it was Iacocca, I 
said, ‘Oh, wow, fascinating guy.” In 
fact, I didn’t know Iacocca from 
Ayatollah," 

After racing to the library to loak 
up Iaccoca and “to lear about the 
car industry. very fast,” Novak 
agreed to take on the assignment, 
“The simple reason was that I 
needed the money, and the deal was 
the best ['ὰ ever been offered.” 

Although it is widely believed that 
Novak became rich as Croesus from 
lacocca, authoritative eager 
sources indicate that the novice 

t received.an initial flat fee of 

45,000, plus bonuses that 

amounted to around an additional 
$35,000. 

The book itself has reputedly 
earned some $15 million in royalties 
to date. But the Chrysler chairman 
has reportedly donated all of that to 
diabetes research. 

“I was lucky with that book,” 
Novak continued. “lacocca knew 
precisely what he wanted and how he 
wanted to go about it. 1 figured I'd 
have. to move in with him, become 
his closest confidant and so on. But 
Lec said we'd handle all the material 
during fixed sessions in his office. 
And he was right. This whole busi- 
ness is a lot less intimate than I 
thought. After ail, I'm not writing a 
biography. I'm simply helping to 
shape someone else’s words.” - 


But what about being so ignorant - 


af the corporate beardroam? 
Wouldn't: Iacocca: have an easier 
time dealing with someone who had 
more background in the cur Indus- 
try? ᾿ 
“No,” said Novak. “If he had 
tried (o tell bis story fo someone with 
whom he worked, he would, have 
spoken a sort of shorthand. It 
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Helping people to put their stories 


across ~ William Novak, 


wouldn't have got the story down. 
The way we did it was that I'd come 
in with hundreds of questions. And 
by the time [ could understand Lee 
Tacocca, then any reader would. 

“But doing the job wasn't easy. 1 
did about half the book and showed 
it to the publishers - and it was 
rejected. They said it was too well- 
written! They said it was too writer- 
ly. They didn’t hear facocca's voice. 
So I had to go back and capture that 
voice, 

“And that's been the experience 
with all of my books, I have to keep 
working until that’ certain click, 
when I’ve got the voice. When peo- 
ple say that they hear the person 
talking through the book - Lee, or 
Mayflower Madam, and now with 
‘Tip O'Neill-that's when I know I've 
done the job well.” 


NOVAK SAID that his contract 
gave him the option of including his 
name on the book jacket. “I hadn't 
given it much thought,” he shrug- 
ged. “But when the time came to 
decide, U said: ‘Why not?’ As a 
result, I not only became fairly well- 
known, but a sort of new standard 
was set for ghostwriters, in that it 
became common for them to expect 


“to have their names on the books. 


“Until then, the ‘as-told-to’ credit 
had been common mainly with first- 
person books by sports figurés and 
movie stars, who wouldn't be ex- 
pected to write their own stories. But 
now it became the thing among poti- 
tical autobiographies and so on.” 

With the success of Jacocea, 
Novak was swamped with offers to 
do other life stories, “The timing was 
good," he allowed. “For .some 
reason we're in an era of celebrity 
books. Look at the bestseller list: 
Yeager, Armand Hammer, T. Boone 


Pickens. And I was approached to, 
doso many." . 


How did he decide-to accept the’

“Partly,” Novak said, "I have a 
good business sense, in terms of

“Some projects you might take for 
money,” Novak said, “but others 
because the story is so fascinating. 
Iacocca of course chose me, but I 
stayed with it because the man has 
such an incredible mind. 

“Sydney Barrows, the Mayflower 
Madam, because she was my exact 
contemporary, and because hers was 
such a great business story. That's 
what itis, by the way, a great Amer- 
ican business story. A lot of people 
suggested 1 shouldn't get involved 
with it. But I suspected those are the 
same people who were disappointed 
that there's nothing salacious in the 
book. 

“And then Tip O'Neill, because 
he’s such an unusual politician. He’s 
a mensch. He's devoted his life to 
helping other people. I know. I've 
lived in Boston for the past 18 years, 
and that’s where Tip is from, so | 
knew a great deal about his career. 
And Tip is a world-class story-teller. 
And he's been arf intimate of a 
half-dozen presidents, I just knew it 
would be a great book to work on." 

What about a dream project? 
Who in the entire world would Wil- 
lam Novak most like to help write 
an autobiography? 

“The sruth is,” -he said, breaking 
into a broad smile, “I'm doing it 

right now. After Jacocca, | was 
asked that question by reporters fre- 
quently: And I used to give two 
answers. A ‘realistic’ answer, and a 
sort of ‘political’ answer. 

“The first answer was Paul 
McCartney, which was true enough. 
The second answer wes Natan Shar- 
ansky, Now you have to remember 
that at that time, Sharansky was still 
in Chigtopol Prison. There was no 
telling if anyone would ever see him 
alive again, And most people didn’t 
even know who he was, Which is 
why 1 gave that answer. It was one 
little way of keeping his name alive. 
The reporters would ask, Who? And

SHARANSKY and the struggle for 
Soviet Jewry have long been part of 
‘what Novak refers to as his “whole 
other life.” Meuning, of course, his 
, Jewishlife. ~ 
From an early age, Novak was 
active in the Conservative youth 
movement and attended. the 
Hebrew-speaking Rumah summer 
camps antl ‘as he works with Shur- 
ansky e\ uses ἡ good deal of Heh- 


rew). After graduating from Toron- 
to's York University, Novak moved 
to Boston, where he began graduate 
studies al Brandeis and assumed the 
editorship of Response, the most 
prominent of the new generation of 
American Jewish journals that be- 
gan appearing in the late 196%, 

Novak was aiso s founding mem- 
ber in 1971) of Boston's Havurat 
Shalom, the keystone of the havurah 
movement of young congregations 
throughout the U.S., and today he 
edits its national journal, the 
oxymoronic New Traditions. 

ver the years Novak has visited 
Israel five times (his younger brother 
lives here), and he has remained an 
ardent Zionist and activist in the 
cause of Sovict Jews. 

“For a number of reasons,” 
Novak told us, “working with Shar- 
anksy has heen the most gratifying 
experience for me. It’s the first time 
I've had the opportunity to combine 
my professional work with my Jew. 
ish interests. But beyond that, Natan 
has written a book of extraordinary 
spiritual and intellectual value. Ran- 
dom House is already very excited 
by what they've seen of Sharansky’s 
work, and I think the public is going 
to be moved tremendously by this 
boon. 

“This story — which I stress againis 
written by Sharansky, not by me - 
shows how a man copes with enor- 
mous adversity, how he focuses his 
mind and memory to preserve him- 
self in isolation. The story should be 
of great value to the Soviet Jewish 
movement and to Zionism. 

“But I think it will also convey a 
wider message, one about the hu 
man spirit, and that's going to touch 
avery wide audience, I care about all 
the books I work on, but this one is 
Teally special to me.”

After 
several years" trekking in the Judean 
desert, the Negev and Sinai, he 
worked for the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Nature for a spelt, before 
settling down at Kfar Blum in 1973, 
and marrying a daughter of the kib- 
butz. 

He has been, among other things, 
cultural organizer and leader of the 
youth group at Kfar Blum. A year 
ago he teamed up with Danny Sas- 
son, and the two of them started 
planning the project. d 

After experimenting with fibre- 
glass canoes, they decided on the 
inflatable-rubber kayak, manufac- 
tured in France by Sevylor (a daugh- 
ter company of Zodiak) which is 
safe, hardy and easily transportable. 

They then set about clearing the 
thick vegetation from a section of the 
river bank, planting a lawn and 
erecting shelters. The kibbutz was 
sceptical, permitting the two mem- 
bers to try out their scheme, but not 
allocating too much in the way of 
Tesources. 3 

The work was mostly done in their

_If the ordinary weekday of our 
visit was typical, the future of the 
enterprise is assured. The kayaks 
were out all the time, and many 
customers, who had not booked in 
advance, were disappointed. A kib- 
butz veteran was clearly amazed at 
the success of Almog and his friends. 
“They are coming all the time,” he 
told us. “I never believed it would be 
like this!" 

Now that the scheme is under way, 
his fellow kibbtuzniks Pose another 
problem for Aimog: they all want to 
do it. “There must be at least 200 of 
them who want to go on the river,” 
he says with a shrug, "We just don't 
have the kayaks. Maybe we can 
organize something when the high 
season is over,” - 

The six-km. trip described above is 
the shortest, but two others are cur- 
rently available: 1Skm. to the Hulata 
bridge, taking some three hours, ora 
six-hour trip to the Bnot Ya'acoy 
bridge, travelling 28km. Early in the 
year, after the snow on Mount Her- 
mon has melted and the stream is 
really fast, you can get to Bnot 
Ya’acov in three hours, Aimog told 
us, 

There are three more lots of: rapids 
On the way to Bnot Ya’acov, and 
another one above the usual Starting 
point, making six in all for the intre- 
pid souls who want to get the max- 
imum fun out of the trip. 

A large group can enjoy various 
combinations, Almog points out, 
with some participants going to 
Lehavot Bashan and being relieved 
by others for the next stretch, and so 
on. A navy group the previous week 
had staged races and paddled back 
upstream to the starting point. 


KAYAKING IS perfectly safe, 


j Almog insists. The craft is built in 


three main sections, so that if one is 
punctured, the other two will keep 
you afloat. No one is allowed to set 
off without life-jacket and all partici- 
pants are fully insured. 

Rental is NIS 15 per kayak per 
hour (NIS 12 for soldiers); but you 
are charged from the time you pick 
up your kayak until you retum it. 

I suggested that it would be fairer 
to charge for time actually spent in 
the water; but Almog remarked 
Tuefully that, in the first three weeks, 
top many groups “disappeared for 
five or six hours,” claiming on their 
return to have spent “only about an 


_ hour” actually in the water, 


Almog has ambitious plans for the 
future, including better facilities at 
the kibbutz, snack-bars and camping 
sites along the way, more kayaks, 
and longer trips. At present, there 
are large boulders in the river, south 
of the Bnot Ya’acov bridge, prevent- 
ing the passage of boats; but if the 
Jewish National Fund, the Water 
Authority, the Kinneret Authority 
and the Galilee Development Au- 
thority can be mobilized to clear the 
river, two-day trips from Kfar Blum 
to the Kinneret, with overnight 
camping en route, can be envisaged, 

“You can certainly kayak in win- 
ter,” maintains Almog. “Then it is 
more sport than fun; but in any case, 
the season can be from March to 
November. I think it can have a 
special appeal for religious pilgrims 
to whom the Jordan means so 
much.” 

It is clear that kayaking on the 
Jordan is in its infancy, with greater

“At the start of the Lebanon War, 


the authori ‘No women in 
Lebanon,’ but since so many of the 
foreign and Israeli press corps were 
women, they had to lift the ban 
within 24 hours." Benzian went 
through in a convoy with The Pos''s 
Abraham Rabinovich, and was later 
in Beirut during the siege, 

“I was sitting on the roof of a 
hotel. Everything was absolutely 
quiet, you could even hear a dog 
bark. Suddenly -- within seconds ~ 
the Israeli tanks began to roll and the 
firing began. When the Katyushas 
started falling we fled, leaving all our 
belongings -- shoes, film, every- 
thing.” Later, someone crawled 
back and retrieved them. Escaping 
through the streets, she hud to dodge 
sniper fire. 

Would Benzian undertake such 
perilous assignments again?

Their products 
are already available at many sweet- 
shops, but in most cuses, they are 
sail hard to identify for luck of 
lahciling. 

ΟἹ the two firms, Coral Marzipan 
is farther along the read to being an 
eslablished industry. Last weck, it 
formally inaugurated its Afula plant, 
which has been operational for two 
months, employing over 30 workers. 
One of the partners, Gilfian Peled, 
assures me the factory is licensed by 
the Ministry of Health and has 
kashrut certification from the Afula 
Rabbinate for its products, all of 
which are parve. She also assures me 
that the firm uses only those food 
colourings approved by the Health 
Ministry’s Food Administration, 
which should satisfy the general pub- 
lic, although some of my readers 
consider the ministry too lenient on 
the subject of certain synthetic food 
dyes, 

Coral Marzipan started out in Gil- 
lian Peled’s Herzliya kitchen after 
she immigrated from London. Her 
paren today is Hanoch Carmon of 
Haifa, whose wife hus a sweetshop, 
Coral Marzipan buys the raw, col- 
Ourless marzipan from the well- 
established Hammerschlag factory 
and turns it into traditional coloured 
marzipan shapes such as fruits, flow- 
ers and animals -- and such uncon- 
ventional shapes as a head of garlic 
or plate of egg-and-chips. There are 
special items for all occasions, and | 
found some rather unseasonal “Fla- 
nan’s cars” al a shop the other day. 


So far, most af Coral's marzipan is 


sold. by the piece, and swectshaps, 


around the country are apt to pass it 
off as “our own production” or com- 
ing from-“Peled of Herzliya.” We 
shall begin seeing it boxed and lihel- 
led as Coral Marzipan in the chain 
stores.

material for moulding from the 
Rishon factory of another South 
African immigrant, Taste of Israel.

“chocolate-flavoured,"' since they 
donot contain a high enough percen- 
tage af cocoa butter to qualify for the 
legal definition of chocolate. The 
omission, however, is not for eco- 
nomy's sake, but 1o prevent the 
figures from melting. I questioned 
the wisdom of buying one ns a giftin 
summertime, but was assured it 
would come to no harm if propcriy 
wrupped by the shop. And indeed, 
my chocolute rabbit arrived home in 
perfect condition after our half-hour

Why ἰς the rubbit, so reminiscent 
of an Easter bunny, such a familiar 
shape in our local shops and often 
adorned with Hebrew greetings for 
bar mitzva and other Jewish occa- 
sions?

The largest choice comes from 
Tela, which has just put out a new 
version called Mayocal. which 
claims ta have the least fat and 
lowest calorie count of them all. 
Technically defined as a “salad 
Spread” rather than “mayonnaise,” 
Mayocal hoasts “only one-third the 
calories and one-third the fat of 
regular mayonnaise." It contains 20 
per cent fat, and 218 calories per 100 
grams. Its ingredients, however, in- 
clude eggs — and this distinguishes it 
from Teima’s own C'moyonnaise, a 
non-ege. cholesterol-free product. 
The latter, however, is much richer 
in gil -- it has 39 per cent fat and 383 
calories per 100 grams. 

For comparison, Telma sent mea 
list with other mayonnaise and 
mayonniise-substitute products. At 
the top of the list is its own Home- 
style Mayonnaise, with a whopping 
80 per cent fat and 733 calories per 
100g. Below thut it gives the regular 
Telma Mayonnaise, 70 per cent fat, 
647 calories per 100g. 

Tt does not list the regular mayon- 
naise of its big competitor, Osem, 
but does list Osem's mayonnaise- 
Substitute Mayochef, with 34 per 
cent fat, 347 calories. Culorie-wise, 
this places Mayochef just below Tel- 
mu’s own cggless C’moyonnaise, but 
higher than another salad spread 
culled Matamei-Mata by Mata, 
which is an affiliate firm of the 
Telma-Blueband group. The Mata 
Product has 25 per cent fat, 272 
calories per 100g., next-to-lowest on 
the totem pole, which has Telma’s 
new Mayoeal at the very battom. 

Osem's latest innovation, by the 
way, is the plastic ketchup bottle 
which “stands on its head,” making 
il appear to be perpetually upside- 
down. The purpose, of course, is to 


have the ketchup itself nearest the ἡ 


spout, 50 that it comes out quickly. 
Osem's gimmicky bottle is obviously 
an answer to Kvetchup - the 
“squeeze-me”™ container of competi- 
tor Assis — designed to get the fast 
drop out of the bottle. My answer 
has always been to loosen the re- 
maining ketchup with water to use 
for making sauces and so on.

has certainly been addressed to u 
much wider market. And it is ironic 
that when reviewing the first 
Reinharz volume for The Jerusalem 
Post 1S months ugo, I commended 
the author for his reference to Isainh 
Berlin's declaration that he “envies 
the future biographer of Chaim 
Weizmann.” Berlin wrote that three 
decades earlier, immediately after 
Weizmann's death in 1952. Since 
then, there have heen several biog- 
taphies of different kinds, as well as 
the completion of the 25-volume 
Letters and Papers of Chaim Weiz- 
mann, ai epic achievement in edit- 
ing and publishing. No less ironic is 
the fact, noted by Norman Rose, 
that Weizmann's own autobiogra- 
Phy, Trial and Error was turned 
down by The Viking Press in 1948!

THE VIRTUE of Prof. Rose's 
biography lies in its popular appeal 
and fluent writing. In spite of the 
concession to academic rules in the 
use of Notes where the information 
could mostly have been included in 
the text and the irritating practice it 
led Rose into sof quoting without 
telling the reader who said what until 
he turns to the end of the book, this 
is not a series of didactic lectures. 
For the must part, Rose lets the 
lessons of Weizmunn’s political and 
personal successes and failures 
speak for themselves. 

‘There are very few, if any, signifi- 
cant revelations, even if there is a 
tendency to entertain with some 
scemingly trivial gossip. Although 
Rose‘s insights are sound and 
shrewd, this bulky book falls short of 
the analytical brilliance and, inevit- 
ably, the originality of Rose's slen- 
der (1980) study of Lewis Namier 
and Zionism for Clarendon Press. 

Two of the best chapters here, 
“The Chief" and “Standing Room 
Only,” come across as excellent re- 
portage rather than essays in histor- 
ical writing. The author's journalis- 
tic skill in choosing chapter titles is a 
notable feature of this book. “Fair 
Beginnings," ‘‘Apprenticeship,” 
“The Rebel,” “The Benevolent De- 
spot.” “You Have Sat Too Long At 
English Feasts,” “The Line of Least 
Injustice" and “A Zionist of the Old 
School” are worthy of the heavier- 
weight British journals and classier 
Sunday papers. The last title and one 
of the aptest, “The Prisoner of Re- 
hovot,” is -- as Rose ove 
acknowledges in a Note — second- 
hand, having been coined by 
Richard Crossman. They are tailor- 
made for serialization and, like good 
pictures — regrettably absent in this 
handsomely produced and quite‘ex- 
pensive biography ~ each tells its 
own story. 

And what a story it is, no matter 
how familiar you are withit. — 

With a flair for characterization by 
cameos, Rose invokes our sympathy 
for Weizmann's parents and the 
boisterous household into which

Chaim was born. [16 was singled out 
by his mother for preferential treat- 
ment, whether clothing or educa- 
tion. 

Familiarity with Edwardian En- 
glish attitudes infuses Rose's style 
with a warmth towards shred life, 
This contrasts with his delineation, 
through Weizmann’s eyes, of En- 
glish society in Manchester, when 
Chaim began his new career in the 
organic chemistry laboratory at the 
University there. soon to be joined 
by his wife, Vera. 

Incidentully, in relating the story 
of how Chaim jilted his fiancée, 
Getsova, for his “dear lovely 
Verusya,” Rose indulges in an 
appropriately neo- Victorian verdict: 
“The problem stated simply was that 
Weizmann was engaged to one lady 
while passionately in love with 
another, and lacked the decisiveness 
to make a clean brenk." 

On the weightier aspects of Weiz- 
mann’s emergence as a leader, Rose 
chooses simplification rather than 
learned obfuscation. We are told 
blandly that “myth has it that the 
Dreyfus affair awakened (Herzl) 
from his torpor as an assimilated 
Jew. The story, alas, as dramatic as 
Herzl’s commanding presence; is 
merely legend, and we are reminded 
that there was more than a touch of 
ambivalence in Weizmann's attitude 
towards Herzl." The debates at Cafe 
Landolt in Geneva between Weiz- 
mann, the Zionist, and the Bundists 
and Russian Social Democrats are 
racily reported and Weizmann's par- 
ticipation in the early Zionist Con- 
ferences — he missed the first -- is 
dealt with summarily. Somewhat 
patronisingly, Rose debunks that 
first meeting between Weizmann 
and Balfour in January 1906, relying 
not only on Weizmann's own 
accounts of it, but on the version of 
Blanche Dugdale, Balfour's niece. 
“Tt was from that talk with Weiz- 
mann that [ saw that the Jewish form 
of patriotism was unique,” Balfour 
told Mrs. Dugdale, the most remark- 
able of several gentile Zionists, on 
whom Rose is an acknowledged au- 
thority. 

With access (o notes prepared by 
Richard Crossman for what was to 
have been “the official biography” 
of Chaim Weizmann, Rose demons- 
trates forensic skill in describing the 
sordid affair of the patents for a 
fermenting process to produce 
synthetic rubber and succeeds in 
passing ἃ fair and sensible verdict on 
Weizmann’s role in the chapter enti- 
led ‘Personal Crisis.” 


BY NOW A PROMINENT figure in 
the European Zionist movement, 
Weizmann devoted ay ee 
energy and emerging diplomatic ta- 
tents to the Hebrew Unlversity pro- 
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summer of 1914. Then came the 
shattering roar of the guns of Au. 
gust. 

Here, Reinharz ended the first 
volume of his biography with a spe- 
cial chapter devoted to “A Hebrew 
University in Jerusalent”; itis at this 
point, with Weizmann emerging as 
an important scientist and outstand- 
ing Zionist leader, thut Rose jaun- 
ches him on the great career which 
should earn him no less honour than 
that now accorded to Ben-Gurion. 

From here on, until the penulti- 
mate chapter, “‘A Zionist of the Old 
School.” we encounter Weizmann as 
the most effective and'most influen- 
tial Jewish statesman. It is Weiz- 
mann who fills the vacuum in the 
Zionist movement created by the 
conipromise reached in Copenhagen 
in December 1914, He paces the 
corridors of power in London, has 
doors upened for him in govern- 
ment, influences the men who make 
policies and is sent by the British on 
an “extraordinary mission to Gib- 
raltar’ νὰν ‘te foil American 
attempts to inveigle Turkey into a 
Separate peace,” requiring him to 
outwit Henry Morgenthau, former 
U.S. ambassador to Constantinople. 
This he did, but was even more 
concerned at the active interest the 
German government was now show- 
ing in Zionism. 

Weizmann’s hour of triumph 
came on October 31, 1917, when Sir 
Mark Sykes emerged from that fate- 
ful British cabinet mecting with a 
document in the form ofa letter from 
Balfour to Lord Rothschild. “Dr. 
Weizmann, it’s a boy,” said Sykes, 
and from then events moved swiftly 
in favour of “the establishment in 
Palestine of a national home for the 
Jewish people.” 

The narrative alters its pace, and 
the scene shifts rapidly between 
London, Palestine, Washington and 
the capitals of Europe. There’ are 
new actors on stage: Brandeis, Jabo- 
tinsky, Ramsay MacDonald, Pass- 
field, Peel, Malcolm MacDonald, 
Mussolini, Hitler and the Grand 
Mufti. Eventually, the figures who 
have been standing in the winds of 
Zionist and Israeli history make 
their debut. 

Ben-Gurion’s first appearance, 
other than a walk-on part at the time 
of Herzl, comes in 1918 when Weiz- 
mann, impressed by the develop- 
ment of the yishuv, found that “an 
independent Jewish life is no longer 
a fairy-tale" but was impatient at 
“the Jews who are meddlesome and 
tactless here.” When Ben-Gurion, 
already a prominent Labour leader, 
asked Weizmann why he didn't de- 
mand a Jewish state in Palestine, the 
latter patiently explained: “We 
didn’t demand one because they 
wouldn't have given us one. We 
asked only for the conditions which 
would allow us to create a Jewish 
state in the future.” 

Thirty years later, when in May 
1948, .on the eve of independence, 
Ben-Gurion, Moshe Shertok and the 
provisional cabinet were wavering 
over a declaration, it was Weiz- 
mann’s turn to demand: “What are 
they waiting for, the idiots?” 

It may be that Weizmann. so often 
wrongly maligned for capitulation in 
the face of British threats, had heard 
echoes of Lloyd George's advice at 
the 1920 San Remo Peace. Confer- 
ence: “You have no time to waste. 
Today the world is like the Baltic 
before a frost. For the moment it is 
still in motion. But if it gets set, you 
will have to batter your heads against 
ice blocks and ‘wait for a second 
thaw.” Weizmann, Rose adds, had 


measured strides by Rose through 
the three decades from 1920-1950, 
climbing the penks with Weizmann, 
into the political wilderness and out 
of it, into troughs of despair at 
conferences and) congresses, onto 
the fertile plains of his creative 
period in Palestine, building the 
Jéshuy brick upon brick, planting the 
seeds of the Weizmann Institute in 
Rehovot, inviting Toscanini to con- 
duct the opening concert of the 
Palestine Symphony Orchestra. We 
stand alongside him when he is can- 
fronted by the valley of desolation, 
when his direst prophecy that “only 
® remnant shall survive" comes to 
Pass, in the shane of the Holucaust, 

Rose offers us instant history in 
these later chapters, utilizing prim- 
ary and secondary source material in 
a dexterous manner, never allowing 
us to louse sight of the principal 
Protagonist. We are treated to some 
of Weizmann's vhoicer hous mots 
and some of his most unflattering 
barbs ~ for instance on Menachem 
Begin at the height of the IZL's 
terrorist activities: “Fle is a megalo- 
maniac suffering from a messianic 
complex. Whether he isa fanatic ara 
charlatan, or both, it is difficult to 
say"; on Ben-Gurion, in 1942: “His 
conduct and deportment were pain- 
fully reminiscent of the petty dicta- 
tor... humourless, morally stunted, 
fanatical and stubhara. Nathing is 
more dangerous thin a small man 
nursing his grievances intraspective- 
ly... he is developing fascist tenden- 
cies and megalomania, coupled with 
political hysteria.” Thirty years ear- 
lier, Weizmann was wont to refer to 
Sokolow and Tschlenow as his “two 
Ὅν!" 

In his chapter on “The Chief," 
Rose quotes tributes to Weizmann 
from opponents, including Jabotins- 
ky, no less than supporters, includ- 
ing Churchill and Smuts. 

He gives us intimate glimpses of 
Weizmann as husband and father 
which are not endearing, and dwells 
at some length on the brief break-up 
of Chaim and Vera’s homie in Lon- 
don in 1925. “I hope that our house 
is not ‘The Cherry Orchard',” he 
wrote to her, plaintively. And we 
hear his son, Benjamin, plead to his 
mother in 1937 that “it is high time 
this family was taken in hand by 
somebody, otherwise the Jews may 
have ἃ national home, but we shail 
have none at all.” At his father’s 
funeral, he asked, despairingly: 
“What did these thousands of People 
see in my father that I did not see?” 

If there is one aspect of Weiz- 
mann’s policies which Rose seems to 
play down, itis Weizmann's recogni- 
tion of the Arab problem, or what 
historian Walter Lacquer deter- 
mined was for Zionist leaders, in- 
cluding Weizmann, “the unseen 
question."* Towards the very end of 
the book, Rose quotes Weizmann's 
famous.reply, as president of Israel, 
to the British liberal leader and 
publicist, Lady Violet Bonham Car- 
ter, daughter of the British prime 
minister whe had preceded Lloyd 
George in office: 

“The Jews are not a people given 
to violence... Our colonization in 
Palestine was an outstanding exam- 
ple of non-violence... Did we de- 
clare war on the Arabs and drive 
them out of the country?... Some- 
thing very great and significant has 
happened here... The spirit of free- 
dom is alive again in this ancient 
land, and it is producing miracles as 
in the days of old. There is great 
hope in this, not only for us, but also 
for our neighbours and certainly for 
those Arabs who are staying with 
us..." ; ιν

PETER WILLIAM SUTCLIFFE, 
the Yorkshire Ripper, has curned 
himself a prominent place in any- 
body's rogue’s gallery. Between July 
1975 and January 1981, he killed 13 
women and mained seven others in 
Northern England, before being 
arrested by chance. At his trial he 
pleaded insanity, but the evidence of 
psychiatrists was rejected, and he 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

These sturk facts produce the 
questions that such murders always 
provoke. Why did the man kill? Why 
did he selec: women for his victims? 
Was he mad, or just bad? It is 
impossible to generalize, but this 
case raises n very disturbing possible 
solution, 

Sutcliffe claimed at the (rial that 
he was ordered to kill by voices that 
he first heard when, with grim 
appropriatencss, he was working as 
a gravedigger in a Yorkshire cemet- 
ery. The voices appeared to be com- 
ing from ἃ statue of Jesus on a 
tombstone, und he ussumed that it 
was Jesus sneaking to him. The im- 
paet was immediate and far- 
reaching. As Sutcliffe testified: 

“1 remember going to the top of a 
slope overlooking the valley and I 
felt as though I had just experienced 
something fantastic. I looked across 
the valley rand all around and 
thought of heaven and earth and 
how insignificant we all were, But 1 
felt so important at that moment,..1 
told na one because I thought that if 
it was meant for everyone to hear 
they would hear. I felt 1 had been 
selected,” 

The reason for his selection was 
not clear to him, a lapsed Catholic. 
But s00n after, the murders started.

The voices told him that prostitutes 
were responsible for all the trouble, 
They had to be got rid of. Yet he did 
nol always obey, Once he resisted: 
“1 was on my way to the Leeds 
red-light area, [ got half-way there 
and } was still in turmoil...I was 
arguing, getting answers... finally 
stopped the car and turned it round 
. Eventually I got back home, lock- 
ed the car and went to bed. I felt a 
great sense of achievement at that 
stage."" 
How can these voices be ex- 
lained? One way is to decide, as the 
Jury did, that Sutcliffe was lying, But 
the author argues on literary and 
psychological grounds that the man's 
account is convincing. In any case

involving such horrors, a tribunal 
would be most reluctant to adjudge 
as insane an apparently calm and 
self-possessed defendant, as Sutclif- 
fe was. (His mental condition was 
Jater to deteriorate in prison.) 

Assuming, that Sutcliffe genuincly 
believed there were voices, a much 
more difficult question arises. Was 
Sutcliffe hallucinating in consequ- 
ence ofsome psychiatric problem, or 
did these voices really speak? 

It is unquestionable that Sutclif- 
fe's attitudes to women, as eluci- 
dated here by Ms Jouve, were very 
warped, and resulted from severe 
personality problems. That, howey- 
er, docs not prove that Sutcliffe was 
hallucinating. Many people have 
problems no less grave without hear- 
ing things. And the conventional 
psychiatric explanation of such 
voices is that they are a symptom of 
ἃ personality disorder such as schi-. 
zophrenia. It is assumed, without 
argument, that the voices cannot be 
real. Therefore, they must be im- 
agined. And attention is switched 


onto the listener, away from what he 
heard. 


WHAT IF THE opposite assump- 
tion is accepted -- that there were 
voices that spoke to Sutcliffe? It 
would scarcely be the first time that a 
murderer was inspired by voices. 
One of the Moors murderers, Jan 
Brady, spoke of a sinister presence 
he called “The Face of Death” with 
which he communed. The almost 
inevitable conclusion is that just as 
prophets hear voices which inspire 


“them, so do evil-doers. As God 


speaks to man, so does the Devil. 

At first sight, this idea seems too 
lurid and too: simplistic to be true. 
However it cannot be ruled out. If 
voices are mere hallucinations in any 
case, then the inspiration for acts of 
good and evil are reduced to the 
status of functions of personality 
disorders. Whether your voice tells 
you to bring the Children of Israel 
out of Egypt or to bump off a few 
prostitutes, all it says is that the 
recipient of such voices is nuts. 

Another argument for the exter- 
nal reality of these voices is the 
ability of Sutcliffe, on at least one 
occasion, to resist their call to kill. 
Had they been the extension of his 
own twisted desires he would not, in 
all probability, have even wanted to 
put up any resistance. The picture 
this paints is more encouraging. God 
and the Devil may propose, but man 
can make a free moral choice. 

The truth may be that some voices 
are hallucinations, and some are not. 
T do not say that every time some- 
body claims to have heard something 
from the beyond, then that is what 
actually happened. Lies and delu- 


sions have to be weeded out, 
However, in this case, Sutcliffe’s 
voices appear to have been real 
enough, and the indispensable trig- 
ger for murder, 

Ms Jouve’s concerns lie in another 
direction. “He (Sutcliffe) had de- 
nied women a voice, and he had 
been denied his own voice at the 
trial...As I retrieved my woman's 
voice I hoped to create the space in 
which the murdered protagonists 
would and could speak for them- 
selves.” Her starting point is to 
assume Sutcliffe was telling the truth 
at the trial, and using Freudian and 
literary analysis, to get to the roots of 
his actions. Her approach is eclectic 
and leads her to make sharp observa- 
tions about the affair, in particular 
the attitudes to women it revealed, 
which occasionally ring true.’ Often 
her analyses and interpretations 
build too much on too slender a 
foundation, and when she drags 
Marxism into the equation, non- 
sense results. The fact that Sutctiffe 
used industrial tools for killing his 
victims is no reflection on capitalist 
society. 

At any rate, the book is clearly 

written, and the author's arguments, 
right or wrong, are easily followed. 
Nor is she entirely indifferent to 
what might be termed the supernatu- 
ral aspects of this sorry business. 
" “A less lapsed Catholic might 
have thought that the moment 
(when Sutcliffe first heard the 
voices) resembled a certain tempta- 
tion in the desert, and that the God 
who required worship in exchange 
for all the kingdoms of the earth had 
cloven feet instead.”

(T DIDN'T take o recent reader 
survey to make us aware that the 
Readers’ Lettérs section is the most 
widely read. It’s true of most papers 
with an informed readership that 
also likes to get its wordin edgeways, 
But looking through this remarkable 
collection written to The Times of 
London since 1900, makes one real- 
ize what a dull lot we are here.

OCCASIONALLY, at pretentious 
fiterary gatherings, an author will 
confide to the others, in almost mys- 
tical tones, about a character of his 
“starting to (tell him what to do,”

even "taking over." For readers who 
enjoy such tales of submission and 
domination, Yoram Kaniuk has 
gone one belter: an entire book 
written by one of his characters ~ at 
jeast in the Hebrew original, though 
in this English translation, he has 
obviously put the character back in 
place. But at the time of original 

blicatian, in 1985, such, apparent- 
ly, was Kanuik's desire to give Yosef 
Sherara, his sullen anti-hero, cre- 
dence, that for Confessions, he 
assumed the pseudonym of Yosef 
Sherara as if the book was in fact an 
autobiography and not just written 
in the style of one. 

Kaniuk’s move had the country's 
liverati guessing frantically who the 
promising young Arab author could 
be, and how come they had never 
encountered his work before? This 
situation lasted for a short time 
(approximately half an hour, accord- 
ing to sources close to the Hebrew 
readership), and then the secret was 
out. Everyone guessed that of course 
it was, and could only have been, 
Yoram Kaniuk. They'd sneaked a 
second look at the style of the prose. 

Even if Kaniuk did ‘not succeed in 
either spoofing his critics or fobbing 
off authorial responsibility onto one 
of his creations, the book can be 
taken as either a sustained and fasci- 
nating argument or us a deadening 
Political diatribe, This all depends 
on a combination of one's political 
and literary sympathies, but it is, 
above all, a book which one cannot 
remain indifferent to: it inspires 
isi arta or heady enthusiasm. It 
deals with the middle ground, but 
does not leave one on it. 

‘Those who object to Confessions 
will probably do so not on account of 
the writing (which js superb), but 
because the book can be accused of 
being a means of fleshiug aut palt- 
tics, creating characters from situa- 
tions. The other possible reaction -- 
Which was mine -- is to be convinced 
and swept along by the sheer power 
of writing, which here lends author- 
ity to the argument.

identity, Yosef dreams sometimes of 
having an uncomplicated, absolute 
Jewish background: “Somewhere in 
my mind I was the child of Holocaust 
Survivors. [ had fantasies about it," 
At other moments, as during a war, 
he finds himself praying that his 
father's “side,” the Arab side, will 
win, But mostly he finds himself in 
the middle, caught in no-man's Jand: 
“1 knew that J would have to choose 
and I wasn't ready to choose yet. I 
wanted to tind a good place in the 
middle where I could hate both sides 
with the same hatred." 

The conflict, which involves the 
national homelands, aspirations and 
suffering of two peoples, divides him 
within himself. Kaniuk shows how 
political events shape people's lives, 
no less than the way people's choices 
and actions can have a lasting impact 
on others’ lives. 

One is boing offered a minimalist 
canvas: the characters of Yosef's 
family - Hava, Azouri, Kathe, 
Franz, even Dina his girlfriend or 
rival, Rammy — exist, like the spokes 
of a wheel, only in relation to the 
central point, which is Yosef and his 
dilemma. And this is described from 
all angles. In a Way, it is not so much 
a static novel, as one whose progress 
describes a circle. Here Kaniuk's 
intention, and the timits he imposes 
on himself (and, surely, the success 
by which the book can be mensured) 
resemble more than anything the art 
of the poster, Kaniuk did not set out 
to paint in oils and achieve a three- 
dimensional effect; but, like a post- 
er, his work is powerful, hard- 
hitting, with lots of black and white. 
Not too much shading, but a strong 
reliance on contrast. 


IN THE COLLECTION of short 
stories entitled Death of an Ex- 
Minister, a woman writes a letter to 
her lover, confessing that, unseen 
herself, she sighted him one day on a 
Cairo street: ᾿ 

“Your car was moving fast, like all 
the other cars, Your face was tired, 
like all other faces and your eyes 
were sad, like all the other eyes. It 
was very crowded, bodies crammed 
together, vehicles crammed 
together. The air was stagnant and 
sticky. Everyone was panting in ἃ sea 
of sweat, practically suffocating, 
shouting for help, begging to be 
saved. But nobody saw anyone else. 
Nobody heard anyone else. Nobody 
saved anyone else.” By the end of 
the letter - and story - it’s unclear if 
she will ever send the letter; doubt- 
ful, too, ifshe even has a lover. 

In another story, as the telephone 
of his once-busy office falls silent, a 
government minister realizes that he 
has been shunted aside and is no 
longer a winner in the Egyptian 
power struggle. Totally relaxed in 
the arma of his mother, the minister 
gives free rein to his self-pity: “The 
tragedy, Mother... was that the 
sound of the bell used to send a 
guiver of delight through my body 
which, had 1 known it at the fime, no

Not surprisingly, we learn that aur 
man has not only lost his prestigious 
job, but is also losing his sanity. 
Improbably, his Aubris is the result 
of the unacceptable behaviour of a 
junior employee in his ministry, who 
has refused to lower her eyes to him. 
She simply defied him with her eyes, 

Some of the stories in this collec- 
tion of seven do lack credibility, 
Also, all tend to Have the same 
“voice” — and so the male and female 
characters sound very similar: in- 
tense, self-engrossed creatures. Still, 
this is a collection worth reading. 

The prose moves fast, is immedi- 
ate and sometimes -- with its heavy 
emphasis on sensuality, the feelings 
and moods and passions of its 'l’ 
character - reminds one of early 
Francoise Sagan. 

Particularly interesting, here, is 
that all the stories of this talented 
woman ~ a leading Egyptian writer -- 
pivot on themes of sexuality, repres- 
sion, authority and power. The 
book's jacket says that Nawal Εἰ 
Saadawi's “sympathetic and power- 
(ul stories are about sexual politics." 
By Western standards, however, the 
allusions to sex are veiled, modest 
even. But what is shocking, from an 
outside perspective, is the extent to 
which politics permeates sexuality, 
and how potent a tool sexuality can 
be, within politics, in the society that 
Saadawi describes. 


POSTHUMOUS publishing can 
be a mixed blessing, simul- 
taneously doing both a service and 
disservice to author -and readers, 
Virginia Woolf: The Complete Shor- 
ter Fiction: is a case in point. While it 
surely does (as the blurb boasts) 
double the number of short stories 
and sketches available to the general 
reader, and while the editor, a Virgi- 
nia Woolf scholar, has carefully 
arranged the pieces in chronological 
order and provided nates and appen- 
dices ~ still, most of the work here is 
interesting from the negative aspect. 
One sees what “dead-wood" Woolf 
discarded as she built herself into a 
writer, what she herself did not con- 
sider up to scratch. 

There are exceptions, of course, 
such as the imaginative Journal of 
Mistress Joan Martyn, which is a 
kind of historical flourish, and there 
ig a strong case for contesting that 
everything such a fine writer put 
down on paper has its own interest 
and merit. i 

As her published works show, 
Woolf was an eminently meticulous 
writer whose every paragraph was 
considered, crafted, revised. And in 
her connection, for example, with 
the Hogarth Press, she demons- 
trated how discriminating a critic, 
and self-critic, she was.

Isla Blair and Derek Jacobi, two 
preat artists of the British stage, gave 
the kind of performance that leaves 
one panting for supertatives, only to 
windup with clichés. Styling Jacobi’s 
portrayal of Byron as poet, lover and 
lunatic, the acme of perfection, 
counts as the first banal blow of a 
critic for once overcome with grati- 
tude. 

His Byron isa multiple personality 
encompassing the satanic-angelic 
passions of the Romantic era and the 
parody of our own, Jacobi's enor- 
mous range of wit, subtlety, spi- 
riwality, sophistication and elegance 
is brought to bear on a characteriza- 
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tion that is not so much ἃ portrait of 
the Byronic beto as popularly per- 
ceived, asit is anew slant on the man 
behind the myth, 

Eschewing ἃ faithful representa- 
tion of Byron's lameness and 
ravishing personal beauty, Jacobi 
overcomes the visual discrepancies 
with a portrayal that reveals the 
vulnerability, diffidence and timidity 
that Iny behind the outrageous pub- 
lic gestures and scandalous private 
life of the “lame brat." Byron's 
eclectic idealism and demoniac ero- 
ticism, as well as his cosmic despair 
and extravagant scorn for human- 
kind, is shown for what it really was: 
the sceptical pose of a personality 
crippled by heredity and circum- 
stance. 


THANKS TO Jane McCulloch's 
cleverly crafted text, culled from 
letters, diaries, and travel docu- 
ments, Jacobi’s dramatic skills are 
given full play. Yel one cannot but 
regret that in the process certain 
significant aspects of Byron's story 
have heen understated. There was 
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SUPERLATIVE 


the vitiating influence of his physical 
hundicap on his ego - Byron was 
born with a club-foot; not to mention 
the effevts of heredity — his forebears 
were dissolute English aristocrats on 
one side, and on the other, lawless 
Scottish lairds. His love of liberty, 
his flamhoyant non-conformity and 
his licentiousness ought to be seen 
against the background of suppres- 
sive Scottish Calvinism. Until the 
age of 10 he was brought up in 
squalor in an Aberdeen back street, 
dominated by a half-demented 
mother. 

His debaucherics were more egre- 
gious by far than the text admits to 
here (in the Venetian period alone 
he is credited with 200 concubines). 
Was this, with all his more conven- 
tional liaisons, a quest for αὶ mother 
rather than a mistress? 

The script evades these deeper 
questions. 
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A more cutstanding omission is 
what Bertrand Russel), who devoted 
an entre chapter to Byron in his 4 
Flistory of Western Philosophy, calls 
“his influence on 19th century phi- 
lasophy.” Lt was his aristocratic phi- 
losuphy of rebellion, says Russell. 
thal '"...inspired a long serics of 
revolutionary movements from the 
Carbonari...to Hitler's coup in 
1933..." 

1 was thus that “nationalism, 
Satanism, and hero-warship, the 
legacy of Byron, became part of the 
complex soul of Germany." 

Such intelectual insights, had they 
been injected here, would certainly 
have deepened the texture of 
McCulloch's script. 

Theatrically and thematically it is 
Byron who enjoys full focus. For all 
that, Ista Blair in a series of support- 
ing roles, is far from being a mere 
foil. Her Mrs. Byron furioso; her 
vivacious, vixenish Lady Caroline 
Lamb (who in her ardour posts her 
lover a gift of her pubic hair); her 
unrepentant, ecstatically incestuaus 

Augusta Leigh; her prim and proper 
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Edinburgh miss of the surreptitious 
billets-doux; her ferociqus Bolog- 
nese baker's wife; her Countess 
Teresa Guiccoli, by turns tender and 
{einpesiuous; her cool charm as ΠΗΓ- 
rator -- al] these are an inspired and 
brilliant counterpoint to her part- 
ner's performance, as inspired and 
brilliant as his own, 


A REVIVAL of interest in Byron's 
verse must surely follow this superb 
dramatization. Ut iavalves all that is 
best in British theatre, not just the 
disciplines of voice -- diction, timbre, 
delivery, expression, even singing, 
but those of the body ~ stage pre- 
sence, bearing, posture as against 
posturing, poise as against poses, 
inherent grace as ugainst synthetic 
gesture,

ITHE CURRENT American tour 
[ Te lat Cabaret, Werner 
Klemperer plays Herr Schultz. a 
very proper German gentleman of 
the Mosaic persutision, who sudden- 
ly has to confront his Jewishness as 
the Nazis reach for power in the 
twilight years of the Weimar Repub- 
eine role, says Klemperer, has a 
very personal menning and in some 
ways the character of Herr Schultz 
crosses over into his own past. 
Klemperer describes his ties to J uda- 
ism as “terribly strong," while much 
of his professional reputation rests 
on his convincing portrayals of 
Nazis. , 

The actor, now in his mid-sixties, 
was born in Cologne into a family of 
high artistic achievement and 
ambivalent religious heritage. His 
father was the renowned conductor 
Otto Klemperer and his mother the 
famous German soprano Johanna 
Geissler. 

“In his twenties, my father turned 
away from Judaism and out of pro- 
found philosophical conviction, be- 
came a Catholic,” Werner Klemper- 
errecalled during an interview, ‘My 
mother, who came from a nondes- 
cipt Christian background, adapted 
to my father's beliefs and my sister 
and I were raised as Catholics.” 

The family followed the father to 
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Berlin when he took over the 
podium of the Kiroll Opera and later 
the Berlin Stite Opera, In 1933, 
when Adolf Hitler came to power, 
the senior Klemperer was guest con- 
ducting in Switzerland and im- 
mediately called his family, telling 
them to leave Germany without de- 
lay. 

Shortly afterwards, the family 
emigrated to the United States and 
in 1935 Otto Klemperer was invited 
to become director of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic. . 

Returning to his father's spiritual 
voyage, Werner described the pro- 
found impact in 1967 of the Six Day 
War. “My father was terribly upset 
by the conflict and one day turned to 
me and said, Ἵ am returning to being 
a Jew.’ " He visited Israel several 
times, led a number of concerts, and 
when he died in 1973, at the age of 
88, he was buried in the Jewish 
cemetery in Zurich. 

As for Werner himself, his Jewish- 
ness is more a matter of the heart 
than religious observance or involve- 
ment in Jewish affairs. 

“LT support certain Jewish 
causes,"he said, “ but it's more im- 
portant how 1 feel about it.” He 
visited Isrnel once three years ago 
for n reunion with 10 extended fami- 
ly members, who live in Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv.

YOUNG WERNER grew up in Be- 
verly Hills and drifted towards acting 
by chance during his high school 
years. “1 took typing, music appre- 
cialion and drama because they 
seemed like the easiest courses in the 
world," he said. “Then, out of a 
sense of laziness, | went into acting 
and instead of going to college, | 
studied at the Pasadena Playhouse, 
My father wasn't too thrilled about 
all this," 


Werner's career ‘began during 
World War ΠῚ when the U.S. Army 
assigned him to an entertainment 
unit in the Pacific, headed by the 
great Shakespearean actor Maurice 
Evans. Upon discharge, Klemperer 
made his Broadway debut in 1947, 

In a career spanning more than 40 
years, Klemperer chose his involve- 
ment in the film Judgment in Nurem- 
burg as the most fulfilling six months 
of his life. 

The 1961 movie revolved around 
one of the last war crime trials, in 
which five German judges were ac- 
cused of meting out justice according 
to the Nazi laws against “racial im- 
purity" and the mentally retarded, 
Klemperer played Emil Hahn, the

most viciors and ynrepentint of the 
accused, aad he vividly remembers 
that when the powerful film hac its 
work prennere i Berlin, “there 
wasn't a sours in the vast hall.”* 
~ Despite critical acclaim for his 
stage and movie performances, 
Klemperer owes his national recug- 
nition to the television show Hogan's 
Herocs. The programme was a 
favourite of American viewers when 
it was televised from 1965 to 1972 
and, in perpetual syndication, has 
been rediscovered by a new genera- " 
tion of TV addicts in this country and 
abroad. 

in Hogan's Heroes, Klemperer 
became famous in the rale of Col- 
onel Klink, the bumbling comman- 
der of a prisoner-of-war camp, who 
was constantly outwitted by bis clev- 
er and daring American charges. 


AFTER Hogan's Heroes finally 
came to an end, Klemperer said he 
was Offered many Klink-type roles, 
but rejected them all. 

Klemperer considers himself a 
working journeyman, rather than an 
actor with a burning message or 
Tnission. 

“T've never had a sleepless night 
because 1 felt that { must play King 
Lear," the tall, big-nosed and bald- 
ing actor said. “I just want to keep 
on working and my favourite part is 
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always the next one.” He is currently 
conmitied to playing Hert Schulte in 
Cabarct on the West ind Eust cuasts 
through next February. 

In intdition to acting, Klemperer 
upholds the family's musicu! trudi- 
tion. He appears regularly as narra- 
tur with major American symphony 
orchestras in such works as Beet- 
hoven's Egmont, Stravinsky's Oedi- 
pus Rex and Gerhard's The Plague. 
He has also appenred in the spenking 
tole of Pasha Selim in Mozurt's 
Abduction from the Seraglio and 
made his singing debut as Prince 
Orlo(sky in Johann Strauss’s Die 
Fledermaus. 

I was given a demonstration of 
Klemperer’s finely attuned ear when 
J had a small part as transtator in the 
Playhouse television version of 
J udeetant at Nuremberg. 

“Klemperer played the same role as 
in the film, which was produced 
later, and Maximillian Schell had the 
role of the German defence attor- 
ney, The two actors whiled away the 
time between takes by engaging in 
an unusual game. 

One man would drum a few bars 
on a table and the other had to 
identify the motif and link it to the 
appropriate symphony or opera. 
During the seven days of their con- 
test, the two competitors rarely

Steven 
Spielberg (‘Jaws," “Close Encounters") 
turns this into a large budget extravagan- 
za that is supposed to be funny. So many 
star's - and some plot — make It all seem 
crowded and the film comes across like 
disorganized mayhem. Lots of funny 
lines and sight gags if you've got the 
patience to fook for them. 


OH GOD, YOU DEVIL — George Burns, 
already God on screen twice, now plays 
the Devil as well in this pseudo-Faustian 
comedy abaut a croaner who can’! make 
it without the help of the Dark Forces. 
Burns is his usuat affable self, one of the 
few good things to be said about the 
picture, made with typical TV savolr- 
faire by director Paul Bogart. 


PEGGY SUE GOT MARRIED - Francis 
Coppola sends ἃ middle-aged woman 
back to her high school days in 1960, to 
see if given a second chance and the 
experience of age, she would make more 
of her life. The script doesn’t exploit the 
situation fully, and Coppola can’t make 
up his mind whether he likes his character 
or just condones theit existence. Kath- 
Ieen Turner fooks too good for the 
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middle-aged episodes bat too adult for 
the teenage ones, while Nicholas Cage 
offers only mannerisms. Act direction, 
costumes and camera work, however, are 
superb. 


PERSONAL SERVICES - The slightly 
disguised story of London brothel- 
keeper Cynthia Payne serves scriptwriter 
David Leland and director Terry Jones as 
8 cocial satire of Thatcher's England and 
its dubious morality, which accepts grand 
social perversity and police corruption, 
but comes down hard on the personal 
eccentricities of individuals and those 
who service them. fulie Walters plays 
Payne and Alec McCowen offers a dc- 
Nightful portrait of a war hero in drag. 


PINK FLOYD, THE WALL - Anti- 
establishment, anti-war film combining 
the music of rock stars Pink Floyd, rivet- 
ing animation and convincing acting by 
Bob Geldof. 


RADIO DAYS -- A collection of pre-war 
memories put together with imagination 
and feeling by Woody Allen in a highly 
entertaining picture. Most of his stars, 
such as Mia Farrow, Dianne West, Tony 
Roberts, Danny Aiello, Jeff Daniels, 
even Diane Keaton, have small parts. 


THE ROCKY HORROR PICTURE 
SHOW - An outrageous assemblage of 
the most stereotyped sci-fi films, Marvel 
comics, Frankie Avalon movies and rock 
and roll of every vintage, this is also one 
of the weirdest, funniest and sexiest films 
to bless our shores ina long time. 


SHOP AROUND THE CORNER - 
Hungarian play beautifully adapted to 
the screen fy the one and only Emat 
Lubitsch. A chief clerk in a store falls in 
love with a brash new salesgirl when he 
discovers she is his mysterious pen pal. 
James Stewart, Margaret Sullavan and a 
magnificent Felix Bressart play in this 
little gem made in 1940. 


SNOW WHITE - Walt Disney's first and 
probably best animated feature. Every- 
thing about it is part of history and the 
Seven Dwarfs are still unique, even if 
they are now 50 years ald, 


SOMETHING WILD — A square invest- 
ent adviser is taken on a ride by a hip 
young lady into the American country- 
side, resulting ina scrics of events, at first 
humorous, and then less and less go, as 
director Jonathan Demme turns the 
screws on his social satire and leads it toa 
gory climax. Jeff Daniels and Melanic 
Griffith play the leads, 


STAND BY ME -- Rob Reiner, alias 
“Meathead” from Ad in the Family, has 
adapted Stephen King’s nostalgic tecal- 
lections of childhood days in a smail town 
and the anguish of secing 5 corpse for the 
first time. Four young kids try to become 
famous by discovering the bady of a boy 
killed in a train accident. There are some 
nice touches of black humour and pathos 
but it looks too much like a newer and 
less successful version of Breaking Away. 


STOP MAKING SENSE -- A musi for 
fans of the Talking Heads, Jonathan 
Demme shot a series of the group's 
concerts and cut them together into one 
full show, displaying to advantage both 
the vocal and scenic qualities of David 
Byrne and his sidekicks. 


TOP GUN ~ Big box-office bonanza 
about the affair between a female Might 
instructor and handsome trainee. Direc- 
tor Tony Scott docs a professional job 
with Kelly McGillis and Tom Cruise 
proving ideal heart-throbs for a young 
audience, The pap atusic score helps a 
lot, 


TRUE STORIES - A string of amusing 
and sometimes even brilliant observa- 
tions of average Americana, as seen 
through the eyes of David Byrne, the 
leader of Tatking Heads. Some episodes 
are better than the others but on the 
whole a pleasant interlude.
